In the said Scheme, in the Schedule, under the headings captioned as 
"Route [(0 and down) on a track]" and "Station falling on a route (in sequence)", 
after item (111), the following shall be added namely:-

to Sri Guru Ram Dass Jee Bagh Gate, Hall Gate, Amritsar Railway 


International Airport Station, Cantonment Police Station, Rani ka 
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Bagh (Punjab National Bank Chowk), 
Cantonment Chowk (Saroop Rani College), 
Ranjit Avenue (Hartej Hospital) Gumtala

1. (1) These rules may be called the Punjab Partnership (Registration of 
Firms) Amendment Rules, 2022.

of section 66 Firm 

Copies from the Registrar of Twenty rupees for each hundred 
Firms words or part thereof.”

Cantonment and it is only in regard to such person, that careful enquiry 
is necessary." shall be omitted.
